Memorable  Words  of  Lincoln 


"All  I  am  or  can  be  I  owe  to  my  angel  mother." 

"It  is  true  that  you  may  fool  all  the  people  some  of  the  time; 
you  can  even  fool  some  of  the  people  all  the  time;  but  you  can't 
fool  all  of  the  people  all  the  time." 

"With  malice  toward  none;  with  charity  for  all;  with  firmness 
in  the  right  as  God  gives  us  to  see  the  right,  let  us  strive  to  finish 
the  work  we  are  in;  to  bind  up  the  nation's  wounds;  to  care  for  him 
who  shall  have  borne  the  battle,  and  for  his  widow,  and  his  orphan 
— to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish  a  just  and  lasting  peace 
among  ourselves,  and  with  all  nations." — From  Second  Inaugural 
Address. 

"That  this  nation,  under  God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of  free- 
dom; and  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for 
the  people,  shall  not  pei'ish  from  the  earth." — From  Gettysburg  Ad- 
dress. 

"No  men  living  are  more  worthy  to  be  trusted  than  those  who 
toil  up  from  poverty." 

"In  giving  freedom  to  the  slaves  we  assure  freedom  to  the  free, 
honorable  alike  in  what  we  give  and  what  we  preserve." 

"Do  not  worry,  eat  three  square  meals  a  day,  say  your  prayers, 
be  courteous  to  your  creditors,  keep  your  digestion  good,  steer  clear 
of  biliousness,  exercise,  go  slow  and  easy.  Maybe  there  are  other 
things  that  your  special  case  requires  to  make  you  happy,  but  my 
friend,  these  I  reckon  will  give  you  a  good  lift."
